Senator Guinn Williams has been 
successful in securing from the state 
big. way department permission for 
Commissioner St. Clair to use a por­ 
tion of the auto tax money for work 
on the Aleridian highway and the 
Throckmorton highway, running thru 
Wise county;

south, and the Throckm orton runs 
from the east thru the county into 
Jack county. 
An apportionment of $150 per mile 
was secured by Senator Williams, the 
am ount to be taken from the fund 
that is created for the purpose of 
m aintaining designated government 
highway.

IN BEHALF OF DISABLED MEN 


Bentley Post at Cincinnati Regarded 
as Model for Systematic 
Program for Work. 


Robert E. Bentley Post of the Amer­ 
ican Legion at Cincinnati, O., has at­ 
tracted national attention because of 
its activities In behalf of sick and dis­ 
abled veterans of the World war. Its 
systematic program for work Is regard­ 
ed by Legion officials as a model to 
posts. 
The work has been assigned to four 
committees: for hospitalization and 
compensation, hospital entertainment, 
sick members and employment. 
The hospitalization and compensa­ 
tion committee tsikes care of all cases 
In which ex-service men seek to obtain 
their rights from the government. Its 
duties are to direct the applicant to 
the proper federal authorities and to 
follow up the case. The lied Cross has 
aided the post committee by stationing 
u worker ut the club rooms at all times 
to handle emergency cases. 
Visits to each Cincinnati hospital 
where veterans are lodged are made 
ut least twice a month by |he hospital 
entertainment committee, which notes 
the general condition of the hospitals 
and provides entertainments for the 
patients. 
The sick committee visits all ex-serv­ 
ice men in their homes as soon us tho 
cases ure brought to the attention of 
the post members. 
A free employment bureau for all 
veterans is operated at post headquar­ 
ters by the employment committee. 
The Women’s Auxiliary of the post 
has assumed a large share of the work. 
This organization has a general chair­ 
man of hospital work with a sub-chair­ 
man for each hospital. 
At the General hospital a complete 
dinner is set once a month. Cigarettes, 
candy, fruit and cukes are provided 
weekly at all hospitals, as are mag*" 
tines and books. At Rockhill the men 
were supplied with piano and victrola, 
a motion picture projector, knitting 
machines, pajamas, sweaters, caps, 
s o c k s and other comforts. .The Auxil­ 
iary women have made sheets, pillows 
and bed sacks for the patients. Each 
man is interviewed at each visit and 
personal favors are executed whenever 
possible. 
For the benefit of those men who are 
vocationally handicapped the Auxiliary 
conducts a shop iu the post club rooms 
where disabled men are employed In 
the manufacture of wicker, bead and 
mat work. The articles are marketed 
by the women and the proceeds are 
turned over to the veterans. 
All caskets of ex-service men pass­ 
ing through Cincinnati have been deco­ 
rated by tile Legion women. Families 
of Cincinnati men who died In the serv­ 
ice are visited and sympathy extended.

WORK OF BULL ASSOCIATION 


Missouri 
Organization 
Doubled 
in 
Membership in Two Years Be­ 
cause of Its Usefulness. 


Two years ago the United States 
Department of Agriculture and co­ 
operating agencies organized a bull 
association In Webster county, Mo., 
with 31 members. Now there are twice 
that many members, due to the suc­ 
cess and usefulness of the association. 
Before the association was formed 
there were 18 bulls owned by the men 
who afterwards joined it. 
Upon the 
formation of the organization the num­ 
ber of bulls was reduced by two- 
thirds, because after the members had 
been arranged into blocks, 
It 
was 
found that six bulls were enough. 
These were much finer animals, how­ 
ever. 
Judging them by their money 
value, the new ones were three or four 
times as good as the ones they re­ 
placed, since the average investment 
per bull was $75 before organization, 
and $276 after. 
Yet, owing to the smaller number of 
bulls needed under the co-operative ar­ 
rangement, the cost per farmer was 
but little more. The members had on 
the average $43.71 invested in their In­ 
ferior bulls, while the superior bulls 
owned by the association cost each 
member only! $53.45. 
This $10 in­ 
crease of cost per member meant a 
$200 increase of value in the indi­ 
vidual bulls from which they now

FARMERS MIXING OWN FEEDS 


Dairymen Dissatisfied With Commer­ 
cial Materials Are Turning to 
Co-operative Buying. 


“Banners are almost universally dis­ 
satisfied with mixed commercial feeds 
and are depending more on mixing 
their own rations,” says Henry Mc- 
Gough, chairman of the dairy commit­ 
tee of the Illinois Agricultural associa­ 
tion. 
He adds: 
“They arc all inter­ 
ested in the co-operative buying of 
mill feeds such as bran, cottonseed 
meal and gluten and at times when 
there is a shortage in roughages In 
the purchase of alfalfa hay.” 
Commercial mixed feeds ought to 
give more satisfactory results because 
the manufacturers with their improved 
machinery for mixing, large capital 
and ability to purchase feeds and 
grains in large quantities should be 
able to supply a satisfactory feed at 
a reasonable price. 
Oat hulls, weed 
seeds, chaff and cheap molasses -do 
not make a nourishing or satisfactory 
feed and their extensive use by some 
mixers lias brought these disparaging 
remarks from Mr. McGough. 


SUCCESS IN DAIRY FARMING 


Carelessness 
in 
Breeding 
and 
Calf- 
Raising Is Sure to Result Dis­ 
astrously to Herd. 


Success In dairy farming depends 
to a great extent upon the careful 
rearing of the calves. Carelessness in 
breeding and calf raising is bound to 
result disastrously to a herd, or at 
least keep it at a standstill, as far as 
improvement is concerned. 
Without 
raising calves from which to replace 
discarded animals it is almost impos­ 
sible to raise the average production 
of tile herd. Purchasing cows for this 
purpose is a very unsatisfactory meth­ 
od. 
Cows placed on the market are 
almost certain to be of very ordinary 
grade, since a good cow whose value 
as a milk producer Is known is not 
offered 
for sale at 
market 
price. 
Therefore, the dairy farmer should 
take every precaution in handling the 
young calves which are to be placed 
in the herd.

Animal May Be Considered Profitable 
if She Yields 6,000 Pounds 
of M ilk Each Year. 


A cow may be considered profitable 
if she produces 6,000 pounds of milk 
or 200 pounds of butterfat per year. 
A good dairy cow should produce 
8,000 pounds or more of milk or 400 
pounds or more of butterfat.

FINLAND BOASTS MODEL CITY 


Helsingfors Could Give 
Lessons lr. 
Cleanliness to the Majority of 
Towns In America. 


Helsingfors, Finland, might give les­ 
ions in the municipal am enities to al­ 
most any American city, although It is 
tacked away in the North, In a bare 
little land of rock and lakes and birch 
trees, in the latitude of the southern 
fnd of Greenland, writes Arthur Ruhl 
n the Outlook. 
I do not happen to know of any 
A merican city so consistently clean 
and well built. 
They post no bills in 
Helsingfors, 
They tie them around 
post's with strings, and 
when 
they 
have served their purpose they disap­ 
pear, strings and all. 
Every morning 
there is a m arket on the broad quay 
at the end of the esplanade; fish, 
flowers, 
m eat and 
vegetables—even 
Oregon apples, which contrive, in spite 
of distance 
and 
almost prohibitive 
rates of exchange, to cross the six­ 
tieth parallel. 
A few minutes afte r 
noon you would never know a m arket 
had been there. 
Stalls fold up, rub­ 
bish disappears, street cleaners turn 
on the hose, and presently the quay 
la as clean as a tennis court. 
The Helsingfors gas tanks are not 
the dismal contraptions that disfigure 
lost' of our water fronts. 
The tank 
»lf m a/ the &&me, but they build j 
neat brick houvr for it—a sort of j 
iumertaJ roundhouse, with sto n e ; 
aaths around the top by way of I 
lace, quite in place among buildings 
Handed for politer uses, and not 
Sthout some suggestion of the Castle 
S t Angelo in Rome. 


IMPROVING THE HOME YARD 


Launched amid the Spanish war stir 
of 1898, the old battleship Kearsarge, 
then expected to revolutionize naval 
warfare, has passed out of the fighting 
line of the navy without ever having 
fired a gun in anger. 
The big ship, a giant of her own day, 
was thrust aside long ago as a naval 
“freak.” Memories that lurked in her 
historic name, proud imaginings of her 
future that filled the press at her 
launching, could not save her. 
She is 
to become “Naval Craneship No. I,” a 
peaceful, plodding handmaiden to the 
fighting craft of today and tomorrow. 
Beside them she will be almost a pig­ 
my ship. 
At League Island navy yard the old 
ship of the line is being stripped of 
w ar gear and m ilitary trappings. Guns 
th at have fought only mimic battles 
arc going to the scrap heap. The great 
superim posed tu rrets that housed them 
—a new word in naval architecture 
• when installed—are being torn out. 
| Cage m usts m ust go by the board. Steel 
scalls of the conning tow er will disap- 
I pear. 
Much of the side arm or tvill be 
: stripped away, and only the hull and 
-engines will he left. 
On this base will rise a m onster elec­ 
tric crane capable of lifting 250 tons. 
To support it the ship’s sides are to be 
bulged to a beam of 92 feet am idships, 
as com pared to the 72 feet of her fight 
ing days. 
The lifting m achine will be 
used to hoist aboard m odern battle­ 
ship sections of the three-gun turrets 
for 16-inch rifles, which weigh 200 tons, 
and the great rifles them selves. 
Proceeding under her own power, the 
form er K earsarge will go from yard to 
yard as needed, being used where no 
shore crane of sufficient size is avail­ 
able. 
She will have storage space on 
deck for two com plete three-gun tu r­ 
rets and haul them to destination as 
well as swing them into place.

shrubs such as Thunberg berries, snow- 
berries, Japan quince, r\*sa rugosa and 
golden bell. 
These when planted in 
groups, from three to five feet apart, 
will give an Informal treatment, and 
where every home along the street 
is planted 
in this way, the entire 
street is given a boulevard appearance. 
lf a form al effect Is desired along 
the sidewalk, the treatment (alls for 
the planting of a hedge. For tills pur­ 
pose the [bota privet, white mulberry, 
T hunderbolt burberry or honeysuckle 
rnammvii should be used.

Philadelphia.—Toxic smoke candles, 
recently developed, will have an ex­ 
tensive use In future wars, in the opin­ 
ion of I.. I. Shaw of the internal bu­ 
reau of mines, w ho recently spoke on 
“Smoke and Incendiary Material” be­ 
fore the Franklin institute. 
“Smoke candles, so called,” he said 
'are small cylindrical boxes which are 
ignited by some sort of friction de­ 
vice. and which contains smoke pro­ 
ducing mixtures. Their use is in set­ 
ting up a smoke screen close at hand, 
for after ignition they are simply set 
on die ground, not being throw n or 
projected in any way. 
The need is 
very apparent to make the movements 
of sum 11 groups of men close at hand 
possible. 


Tried by British. 
"Tile British, early in the war, de­ 
veloped very satisfactory smoke can­ 
dles which were used by all the al­ 
lies. 
The Am ericans also developed a 
candle 
which 
was satisfactory, 
but 
which did not get into production and 
use in France before the arm istice. 
The smoke is normally white, must 
have inaxiufljm capacity and be cool 
enough to prevent the setting up of 
air currents and thus rise from the 
ground. 
It m ust be heavy so as to be 
displaced by the minimum amount of 
wind at low velocity. 
These require­ 
m ents are adm irably met by candles 
which produce a smoke consisting of 
zinc chloride. 
“As regards the future of incendiary 
m aterial, my own opinion, which opin 
ion, however, is substantiated by at 
least some of the m ilitary critics, is 
that Incendiary m aterial, except for 
small arm s and long range shell and 
drop bombs, will have at least a lim 
ited and, perhaps, no use. 
The flame 
projectors will probably never be used 
in a fu tu re war. 
Smoke m aterial, or; 
the other hand, will have a very extern 
sive and ever-increasing use. 
By the 
use of the smoke screen during an at 
tack the casualties can be largely re 
duced.

GERMANY GIVES 
UP MUCH COAL 


Heads List of Goods Yielded to 
Allies Under Treaty. 


DYESTUFFS NEXT ON UST

Paris.—A detailed list of the vari­ 
ous deliveries made by Germany to 
the allies in execution of the treaty 
of Versailles during the first year it 
w as in force has just been issued by 
the reparations commission. 
The de' 
liveries were made on the reparations 
account up to December 31. The chief 
Item is coal, amounting in all to 17,- 
818,840 tons. 
Next in importance on 
the list are dyestuffs, of which IO,- 
787,827 kilos were delivered. 
O ther deliveries were: 
Steamers, 
sailing vessels and fishing boats, 2,- 
054,729 to n s; inland navigation mate­ 
rials, 88,730 tons; live stock, 360,170 
head; seed, 6,802,588 kilos ; ammonium 
sulphate, 19,000 to n s; pharmaceutical 
products, 57,823 kilos; rolling stock, 
4,571; trucks, 120,555; motor lorries, 
5,000; fixed railway materials, 140,- 
000 tons; agricultural machinerv, 131,- 
505. 
Restitution of Articles Seized. 
In addition to the deliveries placed 
to her credit, article 238 of the treaty 
provides that Germany 
shall 
effect 
restitution of objects of every nature 
and securities and cash taken away, 
seized or sequestrated. 
The records for the year show the 
following deliveries under this article;

Express Company Starts Campaign of 
Education Among Big Shippers and 
Producers— Trying to Get Them to 
Comply With Rules of Packing and 
Shipping Which W ill Avert Unneces­ 
sary Losses Both to Themselves and 
to the Express Company. 


In all big business this is an era of 
laving. 
Economy is the watchword in 
SU the big corporations—economy in 
toleration, machinery, labor, food and 
^Applies of all kinds, but especially 
food. 
Now’, take eggs— 
In the office of H. M. James, super­ 
intendent of claims for tile American 
Railway Express company in New’ 
York, is a portfolio full of most con­ 
vincing looking photographs of broken 
eggs. 
And there need not be any 
smashed eggs, or at any rate not half 
so many, according to Mr. James. 
So 
Hie express company has started an 
educational campaign for making egg 
travel safe. 
Efforts are being made to reach the 
big egg shippers in different parts of 
the country, bringing home to them 
the needless loss In eggs, and trying 
to get them to comply with rules of 
packing and shipping which will avert 
unnecessary losses both to themselves 
and the express company. 
Another 
campaign among handlers, including 
all company employees, is also under 
way. 
Agricultural colleges and state 
institutions are co-opera ting, In an ef­ 
fort to Tiring forcibly beforj the pub­ 
lic tho fact that there is a tremendous 
and constant loss In eggs, much of It 
needless. The express company is ad­ 
vertising broadcast the fact that It 
will welcome suggestions for the pack­ 
ing and shipping of eggs. 
It wants 
new ideas for containers, already pat­ 
ented or otherwise, all of which ideas 
will lie sifted and tried out. 
Seek Perfect Container. 
Pending the discovery of the per­ 
fect egg container, eggs shipped In 
the case now in general use, the 
standard 30-dozen affair familiar to 
every one, would stand n better chaine 
if shippers would not neglect to in­ 
sert tile excelsior-filled pads which 
are supposed to be used. These “cush­ 
ions,” as they are called, theoretically 
go on the bottom of each egg case, and 
on the top, as well as under the top 
layer of eggs. 
“We don’t get a very large propor­ 
tion of shippers to use the three cush 
ions, however, although the cost would 
be but 6 cents to the case,” said Mr. 
James. 
“They stand the loss—and 
fhe public pays more for its eggs.” 
Better than the egg cushions in 
om e respects are the brown card­ 
board “honey-comb" fillers, five tiers 
in each side of tile case, which hold 
three dozen eggs each, and tile criss- 
ross sections which leave spaces two 
tnd 
ti 
quarter inches high. These 
would be almost perfect, or at least 
better, than anything else, according 
o Mr. James, if the faithful hen could 
be induced to lay eggs exactly to meas 
are, or lf shippers would ship eggs of 
■\artly uniform size. 
Rut cases come 
•brough with eggs two and a half 
Helios in length, or even as long as 
•wo and seven-eight bs. 
These bigger 
•ggs are the ones that arrive broken. 
Then the “honey-cOmb fillers" are 
mon weakened and softened by damp 
toss, according to Mr. Tames. 
There­ 
after they bend and the eggs mas 
move back arid forth and strike on the 
edge of the case or on tin* dividing 
board in the center. 
Figures for egg breakage, according 
to claims passing through tile office of 
tile American Railway Express com­ 
pany, are truly enormous. The Produce 
News of January 15 set the amount at 
$100,000 monthly, practically all for 
the 14 Eastern states, and mostly on 
shipments from the states of Pennsyl­ 
vania and New York. 
Eggs From Afar. 
“Eggs are moving freely. Hens have 
laid well throughout the winter sh far 
on account of the open winter and 
shipments have been heavy." said Mr. 
James tin* other day in discussing the 
new campaign. “Eggs come here from 
the South, the Southwest and the 
\Y< i, in addition to the general move­ 
ment from nearer points. The prnpor- 
tioi of breakage bi ars no relation to 
the distance. 
Perhaps in a journey 
from a point HK) miles away, the ship­ 
ment i< ‘handled’ more times than a 
ship’ lent coming from a distant point. 
The number of times a case is handled 
in express service w ill average higher, 
anyway, than in freight service. 
“The method now in use, however, 
is not tile proper one,” said Mr. .Tames. 
There should he an improved method 
of packing. The losses are tremendous 
in ties very valuable food product. 
The best device, in my opinion, among 
those already patented and on the 
market is the cup-flller, where the or­ 
dinary cardboard flat Is replaced by 
one with molded cuplike Indentations. 
The thick molded pulpboard of this 
cup-filler system affords more protec­ 
tion to the egg, which is kept In an 
upright position In Its compartment."
